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INTRODUCTION 

This  one  microfilm  roll  reproduces  “Miscellaneous  Manuscripts  of  the 
American  Revolutionary  War  Era,  1771-1791.”  Totaling  about  275  items 
or  approximately  one  cubic  foot,  this  collection  principally  consists  of  loose 
correspondence;  there  are  extracts,  receipts,  petitions  and  certifications. 
Also  included  is  a copy  (bound  volume)  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Susquehan- 
nah  Company  (1753-1786).  Nearly  213  items  fall  within  the  period  1776- 
1786,  and  about  a half-dozen  are  dated  before  1776  and  two  dozen  after 
1786.  Forty  items  are  listed  as  having  no  date. 

Many  of  these  loose  papers  relate  to  the  political,  military  and  fiscal  ac- 
tivities and  policies  of  the  American  Revolution  in  Pennsylvania  and  of  the 
infant  United  States.  There  are  letters  of  some  Pennsylvania  notables. 
Documents  of  particular  interest  include  items  of  Timothy  Pickering, 
Charles  Pettit,  David  Grier,  John  McDowell,  and  John  Davis,  all  in  the  De- 
partment of  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  Robert  Morris  (relating  to  his 
resignation  as  Superintendent  of  Finance).  There  are  also  a significant 
number  of  letters  for  New  Jersey’s  Elias  Boudinot,  and  Massachusetts  Con- 
gressman Elbridge  Gerry.  Finally,  there  are  papers  relating  to  the  Wyo- 
ming Controversy  and  to  the  activities  of  the  Continental  Board  of  War . 

The  papers  in  Manuscript  Group  275  are  distinct  from  Manuscript 
Group  8 — Miscellaneous  Manuscripts  (Pennsylvania  Collection),  1626- 
1970.  The  latter  (MG-8),  consisting  of  7.5  cubic  feet,  contains  a variety  of 
documents  falling  within  the  same  time  span;  but  these  items  were  received 
largely  as  small  gifts  from  patrons  or  purchased  one  or  two  items  at  a time 
from  dealers.  Also,  to  a lesser  degree,  the  group  contains  manuscripts 
purged  from  other  collections. 

Thus,  miscellaneous  manuscript  groups  are  established  for  purposes  of 
convenience  and  control.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Archives,  like  so  many 
archival  repositories,  has  used  this  group  to  place  single  items  and  pre- 
viously misfiled  historical  materials.  During  the  1960’s,  when  the  Commis- 
sion prepared  a number  of  micropublications,  many  miscellaneous  ma- 
terials were  routinely  deleted  or  extracted  from  Record  Group  21 , Records 
of  the  Proprietary  Government,  1664-1776;  Manuscript  Group  19,  Se- 
questered Baynton,  Wharton,  and  Morgan  Papers,  1725-1827;  and  Manu- 
script Group  96,  Sequestered  John  Nicholson  Papers  (1778-1800).  There 
were  also  a number  of  less  significant  changes  in  other  manuscript  groups. 

A two-year  grant  to  the  Division  of  Archives  and  Manuscripts  (the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Archives)  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humaniti^ 

n975  provided  an  opportunity  to  prepare  a fifty-four-roll  mir- 
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edition  of  Record  Group  27,  the  Records  of  Pennsylvania’s  Revolutionary 
Governments,  1775-1790  (previously  known  as  Records  of  the  Supreme  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  1775-1790).  In  the  process  of  arranging  and  organizing 
the  series  of  these  important  records  of  the  Committee  governments  and 
the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  it  was  discovered  that  some  documents 
had  inadvertently  found  their  way  into  the  above  record  group.  Instead  of 
transferring  these  items  to  MG-8,  Miscellaneous  Manuscripts,  1626-1970, 
as  had  previously  been  done  or  listing  them  at  the  back  of  the  microfilm 
publication,  it  was  decided  to  establish  a separate  manuscript  group  for 
these  loose  and  misfiled  items.  This  practice  was  adopted  for  two  principal 
reasons:  first,  the  number  of  items  was  larger  than  usual  and,  second,  we 
reasoned  that  the  integrity  of  previous  scholarship  could  be  better  pre- 
served if  these  related  papers  w-ere  organized  separately  as  a collection  un- 
der MG-275.  However,  there  wrere  two  exceptions  to  the  above  practice. 
Certain  documents  that  could  be  clearly  identified  by  their  endorsements 
as  having  been  created  by  the  legislature  were  filed  as  part  of  Record 
Group  7,  Records  of  the  General  Assembly,  1776-1974.  Second,  some  thir- 
ty-one documents  written  by  Col.  Daniel  Brodhead,  which  were  never 
printed  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  and  probably  were  transferred  from 
the  Land  Office  to  the  State  Archives  many  decades  ago,  were  placed  to- 
gether to  form  Manuscript  Group  276,  Archibald  Lochry  Letters,  1779- 
1780. 

The  editor  would  like  to  thank  Miss  Martha  Simonctti,  Associate  Ar- 
chivist, and  Douglas  H.  West  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  the  com- 
pletion of  this  project.
